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FOREWORD 


Supplement to Foreign-owned Subsidiaries in Canada 1964 - 1971 


This Supplement presents data for 1972 on the operations 
and financing of the foreign-owned subsidiaries in Canada which report 
regularly to the Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce. It also 
incorporates revisions to their 1971 data received subsequent to the 
release of the publication, Foreign-owned Subsidiaries in Canada 1964 - 1971. 
Only the key tabulations are shown in this Supplement but additional 
details are available on request. The selected summary tables, main 
tables and appendices in the Supplement are numbered the same as their 
counterparts in the main Report for ease in relating the data to the 
information given for the years 1964 to 1969. The figures are rounded 
as in previous reports so that the details may not always add or subtract 


exactly to yield the totals and sub-totals shown. 


MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS IN 1972 AND CHANGES IN 1971 DATA 


Foreign-owned subsidiaries in Canada in 1972 operated 
in an economy that was advancing strongly. The 11 per cent growth 
in gross national expenditures was the sharpest since 1966, while 
similar growth in manufacturer's shipments exceeded that of 1966. 
Both export and import trade expanded sharply. Providing the major 
demand impetus were consumer spending and housebuilding. Under these 
favourable conditions corporation profits rose by about 20 per cent. 
This represented the second year of significant economic advance 
following a relatively weak performance in 1970. Less favourable 
elements in the economic performance in 1972 were a relatively slow 
growth in plant and equipment expenditures and a substantial dete- 


rioration in the current account balance. 


The performance of the reporting subsidiary companies in 
1972 was very much in line with the overall rate of advance in the 
Canadian economy. Their operating sales rose by 12 per cent, profits 
by 25 per cent, exports were higher by 10 per cent and imports by 18 
per cent. The latter resulted in a sharp reduction in the favourable 
balance on merchandise trade. These subsidiaries contributed about 
23 per cent of the favourable merchandise trade balance in 1972 
compared with 33 per cent in 1971. While information collected from 
the subsidiaries on their plant and equipment expenditures was only 
partial,the fact the volume of funds used for corporate purposes rose 
by only 8 per cent suggests there were no significant increases in 
plant and equipment spending. One significant difference between the 


performance of the subsidiaries in the current period and that of the 


economy as a whole is that for the economy as a whole activity 
accelerated in 1972 while for the subsidiaries the advance was 
probably a little slower than in 1971. This could be attributed 
to the fact that the recovery from the automotive strike in 1970 


has a disproportionate influence on the subsidiary companies. 


In addition to information on overall revenues and ex- 
penditures the report provides data on the international transactions 
of the reporting companies by geographic area and broken between 
transactions with affiliates and nonaffiliates, while similar break- 
downs are given on the sources of financing and the disposition of 
earnings. This information is given not only in aggregate terms 
but for major industry groups and for subsidiaries controlled from 


major geographic regions. 


The deterioration in the favourable merchandise trade 
balance of the surveyed companies resulted from the substantially 
larger increase in imports (18 per cent) than in exports (10 per 
cent). At the same time those companies directed a somewhat smaller 
proportion of their total sales to the export market; in fact this 
proportion was the smallest since 1968. On the other hand, the 
proportion of the purchases made abroad to total purchases increased 
and was the highest since the survey was initiated in 1964. The 
$366 million favourable balance resulting from international merchan- 
dise transaction was much more than offset by a greater than $l billion 
deficit on non-merchandise transactions. As a result of changes in 


accounting procedures by one major company the figure shown for 


receipts from abroad, other than for goods,declined in 1972. On the 
other hand, payments increased by 13 per cent. The overall deficit 

on current account in 1972 amounts to $663 million compared with 

$143 million in the previous year. This deterioration in the trade 
balance was contributed to both by a substantial increase in the 
deficit in transactions with the United States and a decline in the 
surplus with other countries. For the most part the deterioration took 
place in transactions with affiliated companies, both in the United 


States and in third countries. 


The increased outflow of funds on current account by the 
reporting companies in 1972 was supplemented by an outflow of funds 
on capital account amounting on a net basis to $125 million. This 
compares with a capital inflow of $90 million in 1971. This development 
was made possible by a sharp increase in the internally generated 
funds of the corporations. Profits rose by about 25 per cent but, 
with little change in the level of dividend payments, retained 
earnings were more than 50 per cent above the 1971 level. At the same 
time funds available from such sources as depreciation and depletion 
continued to increase. With a relatively modest capital spending 
program the corporations were in a position to reduce their foreign 
liabilities by $125 million, primarily in the United States. There 
was also a moderate reduction in the liabilities in Canada with debt 


retirement more than offsetting sale of additional equities to Canadians. 


In the early years of this survey developments in the 
transportation equipment industry, and particularly the automotive 


component, has a very significant effect on the overall trends in 


activity by the subsidiary companies. This was largely the result 
of sharply rising two way trade in automotive products following 

the Canada-U.S. automotive agreement. In 1972 no one industry group 
seemed to be particularly influential in changing the trends in or 


nature of activity. 


In export performance the pattern by industry was little 
different trom that of 1971 and earlier years. The highly export 
oriented industries continued to be pulp and paper, transportation 
equipment and mining, although the export orientation of the latter 
industry showed some decline. Most industry groups showed a greater 
propensity to purchase abroad than was the case in 1971, this being most 
notable in the gas and oil and transportation equipment industries. 
The extent of reliance on parents and affiliates for export sales 
was little changed in 1972 with the machinery and transportation 
equipment showing the greatest dependency in this regard. There was 
somewhat more volatility in the reliance on parents and affiliates 
as suppliers, with significant increases in such reliance being exhi- 
bited by the electrical products industry and even more significant 


declines shown by the tood and beverages and pulp and paper industries 


As has been noted in earlier surveys, there is little con- 
sistency among industries in regard to dividend payments nor is there 
much consistency by industry on a year to year basis. While in total 
in 1972 the proportion of earnings paid in dividend decline to 40 
per cent from 50 per cent in 1971, all industry groups did not show 
this trend. Three of the groups actually paid out a larger proportion 
of earnings in dividends, notably the mining and transportation equip- 


ment industries. 


Subsidiaries controlled in the United States represent 
by far the largest proportion of activity covered in the survey. 
In terms of proportion of total revenues United States controlled 
corporations accounted for 86 per cent, British controlled for 8 
per cent and others for 6 per cent. The United States controlled 
corporations continued to be more trade oriented than other companies 
in 1972 with exports representing 26 per cent of sales and imports 
41 per cent of purchases. British controlled companies were least 
export oriented and corporations controlled in countries other than 
the United States or Britain least import prone. In terms of their 
current account balance on international transactions, companies in 
all three groupings showed deficits in 1972. In the case of both 
the United States and British controlled companies the deficit was 
much greater than in the previous year while for other corporations 


the deficit declined. 


Revisions and Additions to the 1971 Data Provided by the Respondents 


The 1972 returns of the subsidiaries participating in the 
survey included a small number of revisions to the 1971 data published 
in Foreign-Owned Subsidiaries in Canada 1964 - 1971 and these are 
incorporated in this Supplement. The most important was an upward 
revision of $6 million to capital expenditures in Canada, necessitated 
by a revised report from a respondent in the gas and oil industry. All 


other revisions were offsetting and of a minor nature.
